Attention is now being called to the 
all water route to the Klondike via St.

It appears from accounts given 
by persons returning from St. Michaels 
that there is a gigantic blockade at 
that point caused by the wholesale loss 
of river boats which prevents passen- 
gers and freight being moved up the 
river in any quantity. The Alaska 
Commercial Co. and North American 
Trading & Transportation Co. refuse to 
handle a pound of freight except such 
as belong to themselves, while they 
offer to carry a limited number of pas- 
sengers from St. i Dawson 
City at a rate of $250 each, or from 
Seattle to Dawson City for $00 each. 
The companies which advertised to 
carry passengers from Seattle to Daw- 
son City via St. Michaels for $150 and 
less have lost their river boats and are

Yukon Very Low. 


The latest report from the Yukon is 
to the effect that the water is very low 
and only boats with a minimum draft 
can hope to reach Dawson City this 
year. This news does not presage good 
for the all water route to Dawson and 
the Klondike. St. Michaels is crowded 
with freight and passengers and it cer- 
tainly looks much as though the traffic 
must of necessity be diverted to the 
trails in spite of the hardships to be 
endured on a trip overland.

The strike 
is on Pine creek, and runs from 10 
cents to $5.00 to the pan.
